earned the medal, ‘which reads as 
follows: 


504152 Sapper Bates, 111th Field 
Co., Canadian Engineers 


Authority, London Gazette 30064. 
Date, 11th May, 1917 


Deed—For courage and devo- 
tion to duty on the morning of 
March 1, 1917, while engaged 
with the 75th Canadian Infantry 
Battalion in a raid on the enemy 
trenches, southeast of Souchez. 

This sapper accompanied No. 7 
raiding party of the 75th Battal- 
ion, which party was subjected to 
a very heavy rifle and machine 
gun firéand progress was held 
up. The O.C. 73th Battn. came 
forward and urged his men, who 
were returning. -He, Sapper 
Bates, succeeded in entering the 
enemy trenches, where he discov- 
ered a dugout, which he demol- 
ished with his mobile charges. 
He then dressed three wounded 
men, one of whom he carried back 
to our lines.

MARKED FOR 
PUNISHMENT 


Commandants of German Prison 
Camps Will Receive Attention 
London, — The commandants 
the notorious German prison camps 
of the Hanover command, who sub- 
jected British officers to gross indig- 
nities and brutal treatment, have been 
exposed in the latest report of Sir 
Robert Younger, judge of the high 
court of justice and his committee, 
which has been dealing with  treat- 
ment by the enemy of British prison- 
ers of war. 

The committee’s report says it is 
not in the great events, involving at 
least one case of homicide and which 
will receive special attention on some 
other that the true signifi- 
cance of the German horrors is to be 
found, but in the petty tyranny con- 
stantly exercised, the punishment of 
men -for so-called offences, needless 
restrictions and the overbearing con- 
duct of the German administration. 

The report says that in 1917 Gen- 
eral yon Haeniech, in charge of the 
prison camps, carried out a system of 
coercion, in conjunction with Cap- 
tains Niemeyer, twin brothers, com- 
mandants respectively at Holsminden 
and Kalusthau, 

General yon Haenisch is termed as 
an unreasonable and crucl man en- 
dowed with a violent temper, He took 
every opportunity to curtail any- 
thing which would make the prison- 
ers’ livcs less irksome. He called the 
prisoners dogs and pigs, as also did 
General Pavlovsk, inspector-gencral 
of the Hanover command. “These are 
our enemies,” General yon Haenisch 
told the commandant at Appel. “Don't 
forget to treat them as such.” He 
was speaking of French officer pris- 
oners. 

In the presence of Italian prisoners 
Genersl yon Hacnisch said: “These 
are our would-be allies. Don’t forget 
that.” On reaching the British sector 
of the line General von Haenisett Je- 
clared, speaking of the British, “I am 
hoping every day to receive the order 
to send some of these people to be 
put up behind our lines to be shot 
down by British shells.” 

Captain Niemeyer of Holsminden, 
is spoken of as the “Personification of 
Hate.” He would swagger up and 
down the camp and demand to be sa- 
luted on every passage. Those who 
refused to salute were imprisoned for 
thirty days. The senior brother, who 
complained of pilfering in the canteen 
was sent to another camp. Niemeyer 
rejoiced in flourishing his revolver on 
all occasions. He misled the neutral 
representatives on their visits to ths 
camps, ; . 

The other Niemeyer, the report 
says, lied to the prisoners, to his sup- 
erior officers and to the representa- 
tives of the Netherlands legations, He 
suppressed cyidence by having pris- 
oners moved to other camps. On one 
occasion he ordered an officer to get 
down on his knees before him, Re- 
fusing to comply, a sentry was called 
forward and forced the officer to

Authorities at Frontier Exclude Un- 
desirables 

Berlin, — An American newspaper 
correspondent says: 

Four years of war have made war 
a habit for many but not for Ger- 
many and much less for Austria, 
where the whole thought of the peo- 
iple is concentrated upon finding 
soinething to eat. True, in the hotels 
and better restaurants, one finds 
enough—if one is able to pay the 
price, The real hardship of the food 
scarcity is falling upon the poor in 
the cities, where a crust of bread and 
some cabbage soup are insufficient to 
provide the strength with which to re- 
sist discase and maintain the morale. 

The last thought of Austria and 
Germany is to resume the war, wan- 
tonly, The armies have been disband- 
ed and all the material lost, The 
officers have lost the power over the 
men which made them resist so long 

In Austria one travels freely. No 
one thinks of showing or demanding 
passports. At the German frontier 
they are -uore strict for the authori- 
ties are making a sincere effort to ex- 
clude the Bolsheviki, who, if the truth 
be told, are more or less of a myth. 
In these days anyone who disagrees 
is a Bolshevist. 

In travelling through Austria, I was 
told that there was Bolshevism in the 
next town, but on arrival there I 
found that all was calm. In Prague, 

I heard of one Russian who had been 
caught and was said to be a Bolshe- 
vist. As he was provided with plenty 
of money perhaps he was just a plain 
swindler or thief who had escaped 
with ‘is loot. Bolshevism is always 
just beyond. ; 

On the Czecho-Sloyak-German 
frontier, the control is quite strict in 
the effort to exclude undesirable char- 
acters.

Their Heads Are Crowned 


London, 
the British 


— David Lloyd George, 
premier, in the election 
campaign, gives a statement of his 
policy, In ‘t he declares t'at the 
men responsible for the war cannot 
escape because their heads are 
crowned, but that they must be tried 
by an. international court. 

Mr. Lloyd George also declared 
himself in favor of the expul: ion and 
exclusion of all enemy aliens. 

Sir Auckland Geddes, president of 
the local governinent board end mi.- 
ister of national service, in a public 
address said that the line of policy 
advocated by the coalition govern- 
ment was a peace which, so far as the 
enemy powers were concerned, should 
be based on stern justice, and so far 
as those men who planned and start- 
ed the war were concerned, should 
be founded on justice of the nature 
meted out in the highest courts of 
the land, Such men as the former 
German emperor, Enyer Pasha and 


the former rulers of Bulgaria ‘and 
Austria would be placed on trial and 
if found guilty their lives would be 
forfeited. 

“Men guilty of unspeakable atroci- 
tics upon our prisoners and upon the 
civilian inhabitants of the invaded 
lands,” he continued, “must stand trial 
and if they are condemned, must suf- 
fer death.” 

It had to be proved how far the 
commanders of submarines acted un- 
der orders, which they had to carry 
out under pain of death, or how far 
they acted on their own volition, he 
pointed out, but if the atrocities ai 
sea were committed on the volition 
of individual commanders, he declar- 
ed, they, too, must suffer the  ex- 
treme penalty. 

“Today is the day of reckoning fo. 
our enerjes,” said the minister, “and 
they "will have to’pay to the uttermost 
farthing that it is possible to bring 
out of them.” 


Hundreds of 
Millions in Trade 


Canada’s Share in Big Business About 
$200,000,000 for This Coming 
Year * 

Ottawa, — The British minister of 
finance has arranged with the British 
government credits ggregating two 
hundred million dollars for the com- 
ing year. Of this amount about fitty 


million dollars will be required for 
completing the program of the im- 
perial munitions board in Canada, 


Fifty million dollars in addition to 
what hae been already arranged will 
be required for the purchase of grain 
of this year’s crop. 

The remaining one hundred million 
dollars will cover purchases of food- 
stuffs, including meats, lard and dairy 
products and sundry Canadian com- 
modities, Until exchange conditions 
between Great Britain and America 
materially improve it will be neces- 
sar ‘or Canada to continue to find 
large credits for purchase of pro- 
ducts. 


HINDENBURG IS 
STILL BOASTFUL 
OF HUN POWERS 


Amsterdam, — The Berliner Tages 
Zeitun;, says that Field Marshal yon 
Hindenburg addressed the following 
proclamation to his troops: 

“The preliminary work for a land 
settlement on a big scale is in pro- 


gress and will be pushed forward as} 


rapidly as the shortness of coal and 
building material will permit. The re- 
turning warriors will! first reccive the 
thanks of the country for more than 
four year’s work in a thousand bat- 
tles, in which they were unbeaten, 
“Hundreds of thousands of build- 
ings will be built on cheaply acquired 
land with public money loaned at low

Denmark Will Not

the opinion given the Daily Mail’s 
correspondent at The Hague hy a 
Dutch citizen who spent the whole 


Period of the revolution in Bremer- 
haven, and now has returned to Hol- 
land. 

The returned Dutchman estimates 
the proportion of loyalists to revo- 
lutionists as one to two, and he says 
a large number of soldiers are what 
might be called “true to the kaiser” 

It must not be imagined, he ~T- 
sists, that the German army, at- 
though smaller than before, has ceas- 
ed to exist. On the contrary, he rep- 
resents it as very much in existence, 
and, moreover, commanded by Gen- 
erals devoted to the emperor's cause, 

The correspondent’s informact did 
not doubt that something in rhe 
shape of a counter-revolution would 
be attempted before long. He said 
the red flag is still freely displayed in 
Bremerhaven, But he heard that it 
had almost disappeared ia the Rhine 
district.

~ Five -greater production farms 
have been located on western re- 
serves and a large amount of land 
has been plowed this fall, ready 
for seeding.
